OTTAWA.—Although prairie popu- 
lation as a whole decreased from 
1941 to 1946, prairie towns grew in 
size, the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics reported, 4 ey ; 

Total population of the three prai- 
rie provinces in 1946 was 2,362,941, 
of whom 1,008,487 wer? living in 
urban centres and the remainder in 
rural areas. In 1941, there were 2,- 
421,905 prairie dwellers, 923,605 of 
whom were living in towns or incor- 
porated villages. 

The figures are based on the 1946 
quinquennial census, carried out only 
in the prairies.
